• men;" and there need bo no hesitation 
whatever in a.sserting that if it should ap- 
pear beyond all ■ peradyeuturo that the 
Sfackenzie AdminiBtration is ready and 
■willing to keep faith with tins Piovinco, 
"it will become tho duty of ourropreseu 
t.itivcs to i.".ng'_' t!!'.'!>i''i'li.'i's on iIuM-irlitnf 
Mr. Speaker. " Nay, wo will go a stop 

• farther and say that, in suchoveut, should 
■". they continue ia opposition, they would

' of the country. We do not wish to be 
understood as saving that tliey should 
cram their political eimseionocs into a 
provincial pocket and support itll Gov- 
ernment measures. No member should 
do that with respect to any Government. 
. But what Tve mean to say is this: British 
Columbii^t/dfes jljei stiud'npon tho Trea- 
ty of.XJnioo (incl insista upon tho due and 
faitlitnl fnllilhne.nt of its covenants, more 
partiiMilarly the overshadowing railway 
.• covenant; and it will lie lier duty, ns it 
is her interest, to give a hlir and general 
. j.jsupport to any properly constituted Atl- 

^•'•iiiauxusiratioa able andwillingto discharge 
those treat; obligaticiitf, no matter whe- 
ther lWt''6overunierit ho compo.scd of 
"Conservatives" or "Ileforniers'" — niero 
party names which as yet sho can scarce- 
ly lisp Bye and Ijve kIio will doubtless 
be prepared to choose sides among the 
political parties of the Douiiniou; but, 
looking at tho present completion of jjo- 

^j/'litics and party warfare, there does not 
Beem to benny occasion for hnrry about 
that. Meanwhile her trui3 jiolii^y is to 
keep lier eye singlo ns to the great duty 
of tho hour — insisting upon tlu! faithful 
falallmeut of tho Terms of Union by 
whatever party may be in power.

RXnP.ET WORK. 

Report of City Engineer as to progress 
of street work wn.s read.

P. Hftidcs, woreproHnntnn the occasion, 
find a largo aud deeply iittentivo nudi- 
ouce lent ear to tho views expreB8ed..,by 
an author who, (iu tho words of ^tr.' 
iiunmor in iutroducin;,' him) "by liifi 
roniarkable pen has drawn attoiilion 
to tho conditionof the poor and lowly, 
awakoned for thoiii a widespread 
spnipatliy and helped the roiyn of jus- 
tico on earth, ,so tiiat already, though 
young in years, lie ia raiiowned as a 
iniblie bcnpfnctor. " 

If any tiling could contribute to mako 
inn niuro dillident on this, tho flrst oc- 
casion of my appearing before .an Am- 
erican audience, (said the speaker iu 
tcoininoncing) it is huc!i nn iutrodne- 
ion as J havj had tho honor of receiv- 
ing from the distinguished and hou 
orable geiitlonian who had just ad- 
drcsric-d yon. I feol that I should like 
to draw ytni down from that height on 
which lu* lias lifted nie, aud got you to 
look at 1110 before I begin as a common 
mortal. I shall ask you only to regard 
mo as nn Englishmau, aud as an Eng- 
Hshinan I came liore to-night to address 
you. 

The subject of my lecture is theEug- 
luncl of to-day. To tlio crowds of Am- 
oricans who laud at Liverpool and 
roam at pleasure over the little island 
which thoy promiso some day to annex, 
few, however observant or curious . 
will be-able to say, in .the. sense in 
which I use the term, that theyliavo seen 
tho England of to-day. Glancing from 
car or onrriago window over a hand- 
scape whoso proportions socin to eyes 
accustomed to tho majestic outlines of 
New World i^cenery to ,be petty and 
dwarfed, parceled out into what ap- 
pear to bo but gardeu-fields, the tra- 
veler may see the romantic aspects of 
England. Hero lie m.ay see some abbey 
in Hpleudid ruins, the worn-out glory 
of mouasticisni, or there a castle tow-- 
ering over delicious valleys, ' recalling 
a chivaliy and a tyrnn'ny both and for- 
ever gone. Here ftgaiu ho looks upon 
some uoble liallwith broad, grand win- 
dows and rich facade, surrounded 
with so miu^ ' sylvan loveliness as to 
transportllTe soul v.'ith an envy of 
tliose who enjoy so much . beauty this 
side of heaven, and wonder at the 
wealth of a nation so many of whom 
can dwell in real palaces. Or hero, 
onco more, is a village tlie foundations 
of whose humble homes were laid a 
thousand years ago, with its old church 
whoso gothic tower poops above the 
ancient trees. 

In these and a thousand other such 
aceues, may the visitor look upon mer- 
ry England and yot bee but little of 
tho England of tQ|tltty.;^r^liileiu all 
these you may, an3 in some sense do, 
gain an idea of England, it does not 
show you what makes ujj tliat wonder- 
ful cosmos of life and notion, its social 
condition and problcins of government, 
which unite to constitute my toiiic thi.s 
ovning. Not,that all is Ridden. The 
traveler often'oljs6rves ih'th"e iiiidst of 
groups of handsome buildings in rural 
districts, or walking in Loudon, tiio 
great institutions at the door of which 
linger a Hue of tearful men aud women, 
aud, God help us, children; and he is 
told these are the palaces of thc poor, 
whore one portion of the population 
lives at the expense of tlie remainder; 
but little can he apprehend all that 
mixed up with that serious question, or 
how its roots run out into every other 
social, relioious and political ciueslioa. 
In spealcing of the England of, to-day, 
1 sjieak not of its picturesque or rom- 
antic aspects, nor of its commercial or 
statistical i^hnses, nor of its power, 
wealth or progress. All these are ob- 
vious;;buJb .liw&uld sjJo^k of jtsUfe and 
social condition. 

And how imperative is it that in this 
inner life England should be known to 
America, America to En.Lrlnnd. Tho 
world is getting daily more interna 
tional, thc probloma of humanity are 
reaBsertang thems^XjiBS irijill Stntes.and 
the secret motives of 'agnation's life are 
amongst tho most precious of llio curi- 
osities which it can prolTer to the in- 
spection of a curious world. I claim 
the right to sjicak to you frankly as a 
brother freeman. It has been my lot 
to live and work in both England and 
tlie United States, and I.qan ,f^(3l, in a 
peculiar degree tlin f ratei,'mly...'of ithoso 
great nations. 1 believe tKeii''"d6stihi'es 
to bo ine.Ktricably interwoven. Our 
problems of to-day may bo yours to- 
morrow, aud your solutions may be tlio 
precursors of ours. The prominent 
thing which stands out in the condition 
of, England to-day is tho number and 
power of voslcd interests. The crown, 
tho aristocracy, the church, the clergy, 
the Iii(iior-Ke]loi'K, tho army, the navy, 
tlic bencli and bar, railways, sciiools, 
ono and all have thoir vested interests. 
You cannot legislate in any direction 
without driving against tlieso olistruc- 
tivp ijiteroBiH, HoiK^ft reform in Eng- 
land and America, liow-evor alike in 
principle, is iu practico a diirorent 
thing. Here society yields more read- 
ily to the exigencies of trade. In 
Great iBritain principles are advanced 
against troinoudouH opposition, their 
adoption is slow, and thoir adaption 
nol only laborious but extremely diffi- 
cult. 



man, which cHug^s.rouhd the shoulders 
of a nation with evor-hghtening grasp. 
Such interests must exist to sonic ex- 
tent wlierever liunian societies are, but 
tho aim of wisostatosinon and of wise 
people will bo to keep or reduco them 
to a minimuni, and to allow tlioin tlie 
very shortest tether. Tho most formi- 
dable of these vestcil interests inEngland 
just now is tho Established Church, en- 
dowed with irl50,000,000 worth' of probor^ 
ty. Its bishops sitting in tho House "of 
Poors, its clergy of every grade scattered 
oyer the country, in'oscribing in rural 
districts tho religion of the people, man- 
aging the ondowudschools — its gravevard 
those of the iiarishes, ami therefore clos- 
ed to all services save its own— its schools 
the principal media of eduoation in Eng- 
land. It IS not only wealthy and politi- 
cally powerful, but not to belong to it is a 
disalulity. This mighty institution is be- 
ing supported now by luiotlier formidable 
ynsind uiterost-tho Licensed Yictualers. 
In this crisis of thoir fate, the clergy and 
the publican no longer stand apart, but 
have joineil hands, aud four elections out 
of hvoaie won hy this unholy alliance, 
iho Lstabhshed Church has no con- 
science. Tiiree centuries ago it was tho 
ally of a tyrannical monarchy, und 
throughout its wlnde history it has been 
ever ou tho side of in-ivilegeagainstequal- 
ity, of patronage .against liberty, and of 
power against right, internariy it ' is a 
conglomerate of irrecouoilable.s'. "Within-- 
aro fightings, and without are fears." In 
"SVostminstor Abbey ycni may hear tho 
Dean declare that Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost are simply names for ono and the 
same person in dill'eront d(!volopmonts of. 
humanity; the Canon preaching from tho 
same pulpit tho dogmas of the Athanasian 
creed; while the Bishop descants on tho 
power of tho church aud tiie ellicacy of 
tho sacrament. Christ's injunction about 
tho tares and the wheat is strictly follow- 
ed, and hero you may tind tho sheop and 
tho goats lying do.vn together.
